The  Birth  Rate  for  Live  Births  was  15'96  compared  with 
1G'5  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  Birth  Rate  for  Still  Births 
was  0'84  compared  with  0'5  for  England  and  Wales,  the  cor- 
responding Birth  Rates  for  the  County  in  1942  being  Live 
Births  16'40  and  Still  Births  0'68.  • * 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  42'35  com- 
pared with  49  for  England  and  Wales  and  56'04  for  the  County 
in  1942.
